To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Haslingden 
Borough  Council 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1960, 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  as  14,050,  which 
shows  a slight  reduction  of  30  from  that  of  1959.  Provisional  figures 
for  the  1961  census  gives  a population  of  14,370,  which  is  320  more  than 
the  estimated  population  of  1960.  This  is  a decrease  of  135  since  the 
census  of  1951. 

The  adjusted*  birth  rate  was  15<>7  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  13 '7 
per  1000  of  the  population.  The  corresponding  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  were  17 ”1  and  11° 5 respectively.  There  were  7 deaths  of  infantp 
under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  34*0  per  1000 
live  births,  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  21' 7.  An  average  for 

the  previous  five  years  in  the  Borough,  gives  a rate  of  23*5. 

Although  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  was  more  than  double 
that  of  last  year  - 212  as  against  83,  the  only  epidemic  disease  was 
measles  - 187  as  against  54  last  year.  There  were  9 cases  of  whooping 
cough  against  5 in  1959,  but  only  6 of  scarlet  fever,  as  age^inst  21  last 
year. 


For  the  fourteenth  year  in  succession,  no  cases  of  diptheria  were 
reported,  and  there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis.  A small  outbreak 
of  food  poisoning  at  a local  factory  was  promptly  dealt  with,  and  the 
number  of  persons  affected  was  restricted  to  fourteen.  An  individual 
case  of  food  poisoning  was  found  to  be  one  of  a small  outbreak  with  its 
origin  in  another  town. 
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During  1960,  5 cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  - 3 males  and  2 
females,  were  notified.  There  was  one  death  from  this  cause. 

The  scheme  arranged  hy  the  County  Council  for  inoculation  against 
poliomyelitis  and  commenced  in  1955,  is  still  being  carried  on  and  pro- 
gressing, as  the  public  are  becoming  more  aware  of  the  importance  of 
this  precautionary  measure.  Further  details  and  figures  etc.  may  be 
foiind  in  the  body  of  this  report. 

The  reduction  of  industrial  smoke  pollution  is  another  feature  of 
the  work  of  the  Department,  and  continued  efforts  are  being  made  to 
improve  the  position. 

Clearance  and  demolition  of  old  and  unfit  houses  is  also  being 
carried  on,  and  23  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year.  Fifty-one 
new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year,  13  by  the  Local  Council  and  38 
by  private  enterprise.  The  erection  of  23  Old  People's  bungalows  and 
a Warden's  House  is  nearing  completion,  and  a further  64  maisonettes  and 
flats  are  contemplated,  to  be  built  on  the  site  of  a former  clearance 
area.

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Th®re  was  a decrease  of  10  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  1960  from  204 
to  194.  Heart  disease  was  responsible  for  the  greatest  number  of  deaths, 
75  being  attributed  to  this  cause,  the  same  number  as  in  1959. 

There  were  7 deaths  from  lung  cancer,  6 males  and  1 female.  In  1959 
there  were  5 deaths,  all  males. 

Details  of  the  principal  causes  of  death  during  1960  are  given  in 
Table  III  below.

SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  County  Council 
is  responsible  for  the  health  services  under  that  Act. 

The  following  matter  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Borough  Council 

Inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for  human 
habitation;  provision  of  suitable  water  supplies;  control  of 
cleansing  and  disposal  of  refuse;  inspection  of  all  food  and 
food-preparing  premises;  sampling  of  foodstuffs  (milk,  ice- 
cream, etc.)  for  bacteriological  examination;  the  control  of 
infectious  disease;  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  factories, 
shops  and  other  premises;  nuisances  and  defects;  rodent 
control;  offensive  trades;  smoke  abatement;  and  many  other 
matters  concerned  with  environmental  health. 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  milk  and 
water  samples,  is  undertaken  without  charge,  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester. 

Hospital  facilities  are  now  under  the  Regional  Board  and 
Management  Committees  and  patients  are  admitted  without  regard 
to  local  boundaries. 

Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and 
administered  under  the  Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme. 
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SECTION  C 


PREVAIANCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE : 


Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  treated  without  charge  at  the  infec- 
tious disease  hospital,  and  similarly  pathological  examinations  are  made 
without  charge  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Monsall  Hospital, 
Manchester. 


The  National  Health  Service  Act  requires  that  copies  of  all  notifi- 
cations of  infectious  diseases  must  be  forwarded  without  delay  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  In  practice  these  notifications  are  sent  to  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  so  that  he  may  correlate  action  within  the 
health  division  and  to  enable  the  Divisional  Committee  to  gain  a regular 
knowledge  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  throughout  their  area. 


Diphtheria  immunisation  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council  hut  close  co-operation  between  the  Borough  Council  and  the  County 
Council  is  maintained  particularly  for  propaganda  purposes.  During  the 
year,  179  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  immunised  and  24  between 
the  ages  of  five  and  fqurteen. 


In  addition  to  thq  above,  327  children  'received  a reinforcement 
injection  during  1960.

TUBERCULOSIS; 

Each  case  of  tuberculosis  is  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Vis- 
itor of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as  soon  as  possible  after  receipt 
of  notification.  Sixty-four  cases  were  visited  during  the  year,  the 

number  of  visits  paid  being  286.  Where  desirable,  Sanatorium  or  Hospital 
treatment  is  arranged  after  consultation  between  the  Chest  Physician  and 
the  Medical  Practitioner  concerned. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  74  recorded  cases  of  tuberc- 
ulosis, 12  cases  were  added  and  26  cases  taken  off,  leaving  a total  of  60 
cases  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


The  examination  of  sputum  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  is 
carried  out  at  the  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary.  Of  19  such  specimens 
examined  during  1960,  four  were  positive  and  15  negative. 


In  no  instances  has  there  been  any  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  no- 
tify, The  notification  of  tuberculosis  in  this  district  being  satis- 
factory. 
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TUBERCULOSIS  - Continued: 


There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  excessive  incidence  of,  or  mortality 
from  tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation  in  the  area„ 


It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  action  during  the  year  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  relating  to 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade, 
or  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  relating  to  the  compulsoiy  removal  to  a 
hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis.

Room  fumigation  for  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  and  smallpox  is 
no  longer  recommended.  Experience  has  shown  that  thorough  cleansing  with 
soap,  water  and  disinfectant  together  with  efficient  ventilation  of  the 
rooms  is  adequate. 


Infection,  in  the  cases  of  diseases  like  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria 
is  nearly  always  due  to  personal  contact  or  to  the  infection  of  food  and 
drink. 
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Table  IX  gives  the  age  of  the  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  and  the 
deaths  from  the  disease  during  I960,

Of  the  above,  4,389  had  previously  been  x-rayed  by  Mass  Radiography, 
whilst  the  balance  of  1,200  were  people  who  had  not  been  x-rayed  before. 
This  was  very  gratifying. 

During  the  survey,  5,589  examinees  were  x-rayed  as  against  6,160  in 
1956.  Taking  into  account  the  fact  that  children  under  15  years  and 
ante-natal  patients  are  now  excluded,  and  that  there  are  now  no  Army  in- 
takes, the  figures  show  an  increase  of  320. 


FINDINGS; 

During  this  survey,  three  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found  requir- 
ing immediate  treatment  — a rate  of  0,5  per  thousand  x-rayed  and  nine 
cases  requiring  occasional  supervision  — a rate  of  1.6  per  thousand 
x-rayed.  One  case  of  malignant  neoplasm  was  found  - a rate  of  0.2  per 
thousand  x-rayed.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration,  my  fourteenth 
Annual  Report  on  the  environmental  conditions  in  the  area  and  the  pro- 
gress recorded  in  1960. 


This  year  saw  another  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  declared  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  Council's  Ten  Year  Clearance  Programme „ The  (Wilkinson 
Street  Clearance  Areas  No's  1,  2,  3 and  4)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  196Q 
comprised  27  dwelling  houses  (including  two  shop-dwellings),  the  sites  of 
15  houses  previously  the  subject  of  clearance  or  demolition  orders,  and 
other  land  immediately  adjacent.  The  C.P.O.  was  confirmed  later  in  the 
year  by  the  Ministry,  and  at  the  end  of  1960,  18  houses  were  vacated, 
whilst  nine  families  had  still  to  be  rehoused. 


During  1960,  23  houses  were  demolished  and  35  persons  (lO  families) 
were  rehoused.  The  Council  erected  13  houses,  and  38  houses  were  con- 
structed on  private  estates.  Progress  on  the  building  of  the  23  aged 
persons  houses  and  the  Warden's  house  was  made  during  the  year.  It  is 
contemplated  that  the  land  acquired  under  the  Wilkinson  Street  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  will  be  redeveloped  to  provide  housing  accommodation  in 
the  form  of  maisonnettes  and  flats. 


In  September  the  Council  by  resolution,  included  a further  14  houses 
within  the  Ten  Year  Clearance  Programme,  making  the  full  total  under  this 
programme  396,  of  which  some  200  have  been  dealt  with  in  the  first  five 
years  ( 1956/60).  Full  detail  is  given  in  table  XIV  on  page  32  of  the 
Report. 


The  important  work  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  was  continued  in  1960. 

At  the  present  time,  action  is  mainly  confined  to  industrial  smoke  as 
Haslingden  has  not  yet  been  designated  an  area  where  smoke  control  orders 
for  dwelling  houses  must  be  made.  With  regard  to  new  houses,  byelaws 
have  been  adopted  which  require  installation  of  fireplaces  suitably  des- 
igned to  burn  smokeless  fuels,  and,  at  the  end  of  1960,  600  houses  had 
been  so  fitted.  Though  progress  is  necessarily  slow  in  the  industrial 
field,  due  to  the  major  alterations  which  are  required  in  many  cases, 
improvements  are  being  made  to  lessen  the  smoke  nuisance.  Records  of 
the  degree  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  pollution  in  the  atmosphere  have 
been  made  throughout  1960  on  the  volumetric  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
recorder  installed  at  the  Health  Office. 
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An  important  activity  of  the  Department  is  that  in  connection  with 
food  inspection  and  food  hygiene.  Thronghont  the  year  this  nas  been 
given  much  attention  and  many  improvements  in  shops,  canteens  and  the 
like  have  been  recorded.  The  methods  employed  in  canteen  kitchens  are  of 
equal  if  not  greater  importance  than  the  equipment  available,  although 
the  provision  of  good  equipment  always  tends  to  improve  the  efficiency 
and  cleanliness  of  a kitchen.  A small  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  in  a 
factory  canteen  was  promptly  dealt  with,  the  factory  management  advised 
of  the  c)p.use  of  the  outbreak,  and  immediate  steps  taken  to  remedy  the 
position  and  to  prevent  recurrence  from  this  cause. 


The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  in  the  Borough,  which  commenced  in 
1959,  after  the  reorganisation  of  the  service,  continued  to  work  reason- 
ably smoothly  through  1960,  A major  problem,  end  one  which  is  getting 
really  serious,  is  the  difficulty  of  finding  workmen  to  carry  out  this 
work.  The  ever  present  attraction  of  less  arduous  and  less  unpleasant 
employment  at  wages  often  higher  than  those  paid  in  the  Cleansing  Service, 
poses  a problem  which  becomes  more  difficult  to  solve  every  year.  This 
is  a national  problem,  as  well  as  a local  one,  and  may  have  to  be  tackled 
soon  if  the  Cleansing  Service  is  to  continue  to  operate  efficiently. 


The  report  gives  some  detail  of  many  important  matters  of  environ- 
mental hygiene,  such  as  water  supplies,  milk  control,  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion, rodent  control  and  other  matters  not  at  the  present  time  prominently 
before  the  Committee,  but  all  of  real  importance  in  the  scheme  of  public 
health  established  in  this  country. 


My  appreciation  and  thanks  are  due  to  all  Members  and  Officials  of 
the  Council  for  their  interest,  encouragement  and  valuable  assisiance. 

To  an  efficient  and  loyal  staff  and  to  all  employees  of  the  Department 
I again  express  my  personal  thanks  for  their  ungrudging  service  through- 
out the  year.

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SECTION  D 


ENVIRONMENTAL  CIRCUMSTANCES 


WATER: 


The  water  supply  of  Haslingden  is  obtained  mainly  from  the  Irwell 
Valley  Water  Board,  with  a small  number  of  houses  in  the  Rising  Bridge/ 
Stoinefold  area  being  supplied  by  the  Accrington  & District  Water  Board, 
and  the  remainder  - some  267  houses  and  farms,  by  springs  and  wells. 
Approximately  5,243  houses  are  supplied  by  the  two  Water  Boards.  The 
percentage  of  houses  supplied  from  private  sources  such  as  springs  and 
wells  is  approximately  4-7,  In  all  cases  the  water  supply  by  the  two 
Water  Boards  is  direct  to  taps  in  the  consumers  houses,  neither  of  the 
Boards  deliver  water  by  stand  pipes. 


Fifty  eight  percent  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  are  now  fitted 
with  baths.  Extensions  of  1006  yards  to  the  existing  mains  of  the 
Irwell  Valley  Water  Board  were  laid  during  the  year.  The  water  sup- 
plied in  this  area  is  treated  with  lime  for  plumbo-solvency . 


The  water  undertakers  made  46  bacteriological  and  10  chemical  ex- 
aminations of  raw  water  before  treatment.  In  all  cases  treatment  was 
necessary  before  going  into  supply. 


Ninety  two  bacteriological  and  20  chemical  examinations  were  made 
of  water  going  into  supply.  These  were  satisfactory. 

The  Health  Department  took  eleven  samples  of  water  for  bacterio- 
logical examination.  Five  samples  taken  direct  from  the  mains  were 
all  satisfactory.  Of  six  samples  taken  from  other  sources,  three 
were  unsatisfactory. 


DRAINS  AND  SEWERAGE: 

The  sewage  disposal  works  are  under  the  control  of  a Joint  Board  and 
deal  with  the  sewage  of  the  three  Rossendale  Valley  Towns,  Bacup,  Has- 
lingden and  Rawtenstall.  The  plant  is  situated  at  the  lowest  point  in 
the  area,  and  the  method  of  treatment  is  precipitation  and  filtration, 
with  outfall  into  the  River  Irwell.  A major  improvement  scheme,  the 
provision  of  a sludge  digestion  plant  and  drying  beds,  was  completed 
during  1960. 

There  are  still  a number  of  houses  not  connected  to  public  sewers, 
but  these  are  mostly  in  outlying  districts  and  farms.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING; 

The  vehicles  used  for  public  cleansing  are  as  follows;-  Two 

vehicles  used  entirely  on  collection  of  household  refuse.  One  vehicle 

is  used  for  the  collection  of  nightsoil  ( in  a special  tank  fitted  to  the 
wagon  for  that  purpose)  and  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse,  salvage, 
and  cover  etc. 

Household  refuse  is  now  collected  weekly  and  nightsoil  also  is  col- 
lected weekly.  All  household  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tip- 
ping at  the  South  Shore  Tip,  Refuse  disposal  has  now  been  carried  on 
at  South  Shore  since  1954  as  part  of  a scheme  to  create  a large  playing 
field  in  that  area,  Nightsoil  is  discharged  to  the  sewers  by  means  of 
a special  nightsoil  shute. 
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The  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  put  into  full  operation 
in  April  1959  and  has  been  working  for  a long  enough  period  to  allow  a 
review  of  the  position. 

Except  immediately  following  holidays,  and  in  periods  of  very  laad 
weather,  the  weekly  service  has  been  maintained,  despite  the  very  real 
difficulty  in  obtaining  labour.  There  is  no  possibility  of  engaging 
extra  temporary  workmen  to  help  out  after  holidays  or  during  and  after 
bad  weather. 

The  number  of  collections  per  house,  of  household  refuse,  varies 
between  47  and  50  per  annvun  - a very  considerable  increase  on  the  aver- 
age of  26  to  30  prior  to  1959.

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CLEAN  AIR  ACT  s 


In  connection  with  clean  air  problems  at  factories  with  boiler 
plants,  over  seventy  visits  and  inspections  were  made  in  1960.  Atten- 
tion was  piven  particularly  to  methods  of  firing,  and  improvements  have 
been  recorded  during  the  year.  One  factory  with  five  Lancashire  Boilers 
converted  from  coal  to  oil  firing.  Continued  attention  will  be  given 
to  the  important  work  of  the  reduction  of  industrial  smoke. 


It  is  now  generally  accepted  that  domestic  smoke  causes  more  pol- 
lution than  industrial  smoke,  and  that  the  old  estimate  of  50/50  no 
longer  holds  good. 


During  the  year  the  volumetric  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  recorder 
has  been  in  operation  at  the  Health  Office,  John  Street,  and  the  degree 
of  pollution  existing  has  been  continuously  recorded.  This  will  be  of 
considerable  value  when  smoke  control  areas  are  under  consideration. 


SWIMMING  BATHS; 


The  Corporation  Swiinming  Baths  provide  one  plunge  hath,  eight 
slipper  baths  with  facilities  for  medicinal  baths. 


The  water  in  the  plunge  bath  is  treated  by  filtration,  chlorination 
and  aeration  under  pressure  and  is  chemically  treated  by  sulphate  of  al- 
umina and  soda.  The  water  is  tested  daily  for  pH  value,  for  residual 
chlorine  and  for  temperature.  The  pool  capacity  is  approximately  76,000 
gallons  and  there  is  complete  turnover  of  the  water  each  3^  hours. 


SCHOOLS; 


All  eight  schools  are  supplied  with  towns  water  from  the  mains; 

All  have  fresh  water  closets  and  all  have  dustbins  for  refuse  collection. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS; 


There  were  no  cases  of  bed  bugs  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  ye-.r„ 
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RODENT  CONTROL; 


Sixty  three  premises  were  dealt  with  for  rodent  infestation  during 
the  year.  These  were  all  of  minor  character,  but  prompt  action  often 
prevents  a more  serious  infestation. 


Over  90  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  private  premises  with 
regard  to  infestations  in  addition  to  many  routine  inspections  for  the 
presence  of  rodents. 


SHOPS  AND  OFF ICES s 


Fifteen  routine  visits  and  inspections  were  made  during  1960  of 
shops  in  the  district.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  sei*ve  any  notices 
for  infringements  with  regard  to  ventilation,  sanitary  conveniences  etc. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES; 


There  are  no  registered  Comnon  Lodging  Houses  within  the  Borough, 
the  last  on  the  register  being  closed  in  1959.

The  scheme  of  clearance  approved  by  the  Ministry  and  the  Council  in 
1956,  envisaged  382  houses  being  dealt  with  in  10  years  at  the  rate  of 
40  per  annum.

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order  1958  made  it 
a statutory  requirement  to  sell  only  milk  which  is  specially  designated 
(such  as  tuberculin  tested,  pasteurised  and  sterilised)  and  this  must  be 
sold  only  in  bottles  properly  marked  to  show  the  designation. 


In  1960  there  were  65  Distribaxors  of  Milk  on  the  Register.  These 
are  in  addition  to  farmers  who  retail  their  own  milk.

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  SUPPLIES s 


Milk  samples  are  submitted  for  examination  for  tubercle  bacilli; 
also  for  cleanliness  as  shown  by  the  time  taken  to  decolourise  Methylene 
Blue.  All  samples  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli  were  found  to  be  free 
from  such  infection  and  all  the  samples  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue 
test,  were  satisfactory.  One  sample  of  pasteurised  milk  was  submitted 
and  this  satisfied  the  Phosphatase  and  Methylene  Blue  tests.  All  pro- 
ducers of  milk,  where  samples  were  taken  by  this  Department,  were  noti- 
fied by  letter  of  the  results  of  the  tests.

The  Slaughterhouse  Report  was  approved  by  the  Council  on  the  5th 
October  and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry,,  The  Ministry's  approval  was 
received  early  in  the  new  year  and  duly  published  in  a local  newspaper 
on  the  2nd  February  1961,,

FOOD  CONDEMNED; 

The  following  foodstuffs  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  in 
1960  and  dealt  with  as  directed  by  statute.

FOOD  POISONING; 

Fourteen  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  following  a meal  in  a factory 
canteen.  An  immediate  investigation  was  carried  out  and  a number  of 
specimens  sent  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  cause  of  the  out- 
break was  found  to  be  a jug  of  gravy  which  had  been  carried  over  from  the 
previous  day.  Eighty  persons  partook  of  the  meal  on  the  day  in  question, 
but  probably  less  than  twenty  were  at  risk'  as  the  gravy  was  sufficient 
for  the  first  few  dinners  only. 
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FOOD  POISONING  - Continued  , . . 

The  system  and  methods  of  preparation  and  storage  of  food  were  closely 
investigated  and,  as  a result,  the  management  of  the  firm  and  the  cater- 
ing contractors  were  advised  of  the  cause  of  the  outbreak,  the  immediate 
steps  to  be  taken  and  the  precautions  necessary  to  prevent  recurrence. 

The  organism  responsibfe  for  the  outbreak  was  not  isolated. 

One  case  of  food  poisoning  caused  by  salmonella  thompson  was  reported. 
This  was  one  of  a total  of  35  cases  in  an  adjoining  Borough  and  was  due 
to  the  consumption  of  spit  roasted  chicken  from  that  area. 


FOOD  FBEMISES  - FOOD  HYGIENE; 

Many  inspections  were  made  at  food  shops  of  pll  types,  the  kitchens  of 
factory  and  school  canteens  and  other  food  preparing  places,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Food  Ifygiene  Regulations,  In  ten  instances,  official 
notification  was  given  to  the  occupier  or  owner  to  carry  out  improvements, 
ranging  from  major  schemes  of  improvement  in  two  instances,  to  the  pro- 
vision of  washbasin  with  hot  and  cold  water  in  others. 

The  standard  maintained  in  the  majority  of  cases  is  satisfactory.

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BAKEHOUSES; 


There  are  27  hakehouaes  on  the  register,  many  of  which  are  quite 
small  family  businesses.  There  is  one  basement  bakehouse  which  has  a 
certificate  of  suitability  as  required  by  the  Factories  Act, 

The  standard  of  hygiene  and  equipment  has  improved  considerably  in 
the  last  few  years,  as  a result  of  the  enforcement  of  the  Food  Ifygiene 
Regulatiohs  by  this  Department, 


ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD;  CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION; 


The  administration  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  and  regulations  governing 
the  adulteration  of  food,  are  under  the  control  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  and  their  officers  take  samples  in  the  district.  The  bacterio- 
logical examination  of  foodstuffs  is  dealt  with  by  the  Borough  Council 
and  samples  are  submitted  for  such  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Lab- 
oratory at  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester,
